on the part ot a public that cannot much be 

blamed if they take for granted that writers 

in newspapers and periodicals know what 

they are writing about. Such utterances gain a wide circulation 

zimong those that were ready to be persuaded, they are used as argu- 

nents by popular orators whose good -taith is often of the most 

ephemeral kind and in general they give a totally wrong and often 
malicious impression. 

We take it for granted that fundamentally our readers and all 
men are in the main willing to examine facts and to separate passion’ 
and prejudice from justice, and this being so, we commend to their 
perusal a work on the attitude of judges in the United States toward 
what is known as labor. ‘Lhis brochure 1s published by Columbia 
University. It can be readily obtained and if one is willing to turn 
over its leaves for a little, one can soon see that for the last quarter 
of a century the judicial attitude toward the claims and assertions 
of organized labor has gradually but steadily adjusted itself to a 
condition not of a restricted class of men or of a temporary nature 
but of modern society. ‘To say or imply that the bench is hostile ¢ > 
organized labor is to use one ot those, so to speak, top-heavy 
assertions that always recoil on those who use them. It is much 
more correct to Say that the bench iS hostile to those that daTe VW illing 
to interrupt the peace and happiness of innocent men and women 
ior the sake of an egotism that has long been known to the law as 
crime. He that plays with fire is not allowed to say that he thought 
that it would behave like ice. ‘There are limits to the sense of 
humor even when it 1s not posesssed by those that refuse to admit 
the coherence ot si ciety. 

The law, in its nature and from the necessity of the situation, 
inust perforce be permanent in character, conservative if you like 
Were it otherwise, were the law through the judges to waver and 
edjust itself to every whiff of popular approval or disapproval, men 
vould stumble and be dazed at the removal of a balancing force that
